REMARKS 

The Abstract was objected to because it was over 150 words. An amended abstract is 
presented herewith. 

Claims 1-27 were pending in the current application. Applicant acknowledges with 
appreciation the allowance of claims 3, 9 and 16-20, and the Examiner's indication that 
claims 6, 8 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. With this amendment, Applicant: 

- cancels claims 1, 5 and 10; 

- amends claim 2 to include the limitation of claim 10, which the Examiner indicated 
would be allowable; and 

- amends claim 6 to be in independent form including all the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims, which the Examiner indicated would be allowable. 

Claims 4, 11-15 and 21-27 are dependent on amended base claim 2, which the 
Examiner indicated would be allowable. 

Claims 7 and 8 are dependent on amended base claim 6, which the Examiner 
indicated would be allowable. 

Thus, with this amendment claims 2-4, 6-9 and 1 1-20 are pending in the present 
Application. These claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. Such allowance is 
respectfully requested.
